In a single protocol, 12 rhesus monkeys must be chaired for periods greater tban 12 hours and 
less than 24 hours. This is an exception to the standard set by the Laboratory Animal Act. 
The Act states that nonhuman primates must be given the opportunity for 1 hour of 
continuous unrestrained activity if more than 12 hours of restraint are required. Monkeys 
used in the protocol are chair-festrained approximately three to ten times per year. All 
animals are conditioned to this restraint to prevent any distress associated with chairing. The 
lACUC ^proved this restraint based upon the scientific reqdrements for continuous data 
collection. 

In a single protocol, 9 rhesus monkeys were fasted (food) one rime f(X'36 hours 
to investigate the potential effects of fasting on neuropeptides in the brains of primates. 
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
